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College  Will  Celebrate  Roosevelt's  Birthday 


Herty  Fonored 
In  Home  Town 

Marker  Unveiled  on  College 
Campus  Pays  Tribute  to 
Chemist. 

Dr.  Charles  H.  Herty  returned 
to  his  native  city  Thursday,  Jan¬ 
uary  25,  to  receive  an  expression 
of  love  and  appreciation  from  the 
...people  of  Milled  geville  when  they 
unveiled  a  bronze  tablet  marking1 
the  site  of  his  birthplace. 

This  marker,  which  is  backed 
by  three  pine  trees,  is  a  native 
granite  boulder  that  was  original¬ 
ly  in  the  foundation  of  the  old 
Herty  home.  On  the  bio  use  tab¬ 
let  is  the  following  inscription*, 
“Dr-  Charles  Holmes  Herty  was 
born  on  this  spot  Dee.  16,  1867. 
He  has  done  more  than  any  oth¬ 
er  person  to  make  America  chem¬ 
ically  self-sufficient  and  to  devel¬ 
op  the  natural  resources  of  Geor¬ 
gia;  This  marker  placed  by  friends  * 
of  his  native  city,  Jan.  25,  1931. 

Mr..  R.  H.  Wootten,  a  life  long, 
l’ricnd -of  'DrV'Hefty,  *  presided  at 
the  unveiling  ceremonies. 

After  the  invocation  by  the  Rev. 
A,  G.  Harris,  the  band  of  the 
Georiga  Military  College  and  the 
glee  club  of  the  Georgia  State 
College  for  Women  furnished  mu¬ 
sic  for  the  occasion. 

Mrs.  David  Ferguson,  who  at¬ 
tended  G.  M.  C.  grammar  school 
with  the  famous  chemist,  deliver¬ 
ed  the  principal  address  to  which 
Dr.  Herty  responded. 

Misses  Olive  Cranston,  Frances 
Joseph,  and  Olive  Bruce,  rela¬ 
tives  of  the  chemist  and  students 
of  G.  S.  C.  W.j,  unveiled  the  mark¬ 
er.
